TREASON TAINT

IS LAID TO CREEL

FOR HIS SPEECH

Senator Penrose and Others
in Congress Assail Pub-

licity Official.

FOR CtAG OR REMOVAL

Pride in America Having Been
Unprepared Denounced in

Both Houses.

Special DttpatcS to Tna Sex.
Wasrinoton. April . George Creel's

speech of thankfulness that this nation
was not prepared when we entered the
war a year ago aroused a storm of
vehement protest and denunciation in
both houses of Congress y. Through-
out the sessions there were scorching
references to the' chief of tho Bureau ot
Public Information's speech.

"The great arch traitor of this re-
public," was the scathing arraignment
of Creel tn the Senate by Senator Sher-
man (III.), who likewtrc characterised
him a "a distinguished pacifist." Re-
ferring to Mr. Creel thanksgiving for
our unpreparenness Mr.' Sherman said:

"If wo hail been prepared, If we bad .

2,000,000 men on the lines now, the war
would be ended by this autumn. At this
ttme, as It Is, we are playing no man's
part In the history of the world. The;
Allies are' steadily losing ground. The
Germans have conquered' an area 100
square miles larger than the State of
Rhode Island, and If they reach the
Channel they will sever the British army
from the French. Perhaps that Is wh
this Government publicity director
thanked God yesterday that we were not
prepared."

In the House Mr. Longwortfc (Ohio)
characterised the Creel speech, as a
vpecullarlr.f-stnlst- er utUrance," and
added that "no such unpatriotic,

statement' has been uttered; ty
any American clttien since this war
began."

'Smeared With Treuos."
Fenator Penrose. (Pa.) referred to

Creel a a man "smeared all over with
treason," while Senator Johnson (Cal.)
aseerled that the fathers nnd motherH
of the land who had sent their sons tn
the French trenchen would say: "We
eel you are not fit at this particular

time to participate In the prosecution of
this war .n any regard."

What Mr. Creel had actually said at
the opening session of the National Con-

ference of American Lecturers was: "I
shall be proud tb my dying dsy thst
there was no rush of preparation in this
country prior 'to the day the President
went before Congress."

The utterances of Mr. Creel prompted
Senator l'enroe to Introduce the fol-
lowing amendment to the pending reso-

lution to amend the espionage act.
No person who has committed any

one of the offences described n tho act
shall be cllglbla for office, and If
such person In now holding office
under 'the United Slates, he ahall be
discharged therefrom upon his guilt
being declared by the head of the de-

partment In ,whlch ho Is empIoyeJ.
Senator Penrose In Introducing his

amendment' remarked that It was a no-

torious fact that In Washington holding
public offices were persons of "strong

leanings who have writ-
ten scurrilous reflections, and treasonable
articles on the Constitution of the United
States."

Senator Penrose's Attack.
Senator Penrose said : "I suppose quo

warranto proceedings would lie against
an elective officer based on the charge
that he had been guilty of theso offences,
hut I do not see why we should permit
nun like Mr. Creel, for Instance, whose
fcurrllous and defamatory utterances on
the Constitution of the United States
were read in this body the other day to
oe holding an office and publishing n
publicity chronicle, when he is smeared
all over with treiKon."

Senator Fletcher (Fla,) at this point
Kuggested that a conviction by a court of
competent Jurisdiction should precedo
Much summary action as the dismissal
of an employee of the Government, but
Senator Penrose nhook his head and re-

marked that it was too cumbersome a
method.

He then suggested that criticism of Mr,
Creel ,aa h duly constituted authority
of the Government might render the
critic amenable under the law for sedi-
tious utterances, as it was at present
proposed In the Senate. lie continued:

"I can see no reason why there should
be any grave peril to any one. Senator
or other person, declaring his real senti-
ments about George Creel outside of this
body. But sny one who would crlticlso
the editor of the court chronicle In a
licentious pplrlt would be doubtless
brought Into court. I am willing to take
tho chance, however. I only offer the
amendment to Impress on executive
heads of the Government the fact that
this Is one of the phases of the qualifica-
tions ot applicants for office which
ought to be considered,"

"Its Inclusion tn the law would add
mora! strength to the head of a depart-
ment," here Interposed Senator Sherman.

"Tes," remarked Penrose In conclu-
sion, "I should think so; and It would
also cause a considerable breach In the
ranks of the office holders."

Senator Johnson Joins.
The discussion of the personality of

Mr. Creel brought Senator Johnson Into
the fray with a drastic criticism of
Creel, Senator Johnson said :

"I read this morning the language of
the distinguished gentleman who pre-

sides over the Bureau of Public In-
formation, Mr. Qeorge C(eel. I read he

Americans to Go
Into Battle Soon

WASHINGTON, ' April 0.
American troops ' have not

yet gone into battle in Picardy,
acting Secretary of War Crowell
announced ht in an address
to the National Conference of
American Lecturers.

He added, however, that indi-
cations are that in the near
future Gen. Pershing's men will
be actively opposing the Germans
in their supreme effort on the
western front

"The situation will be serious
for a long time," Mr. Crowell de-

clared. "The Germans have been
going well and only heavy rain
storms have prevented them from
making further progress." '

U.S. SUBMARINES

CROSS IN GALES

Brilliant Achievement in Mot
ing U. S. Flotillas to Europe

in Midwinter.

NOT ONE VESSEL LOST:

Boats Arc Now Doing Work
Near Bases of the Enemy's

Submersiblcs.

Wasiiinotox, April t. In the face ot
bitter winter gales, American subma-
rines, primarily designed for operations
off the home coasts, have crossed the At-

lantic to engage In the common light
against German They are now
aiding allied naval forces, .as are Amer-
ican destroyers and American nay! air-
men, and thy.'.t;triie$ in the 'war
sone for some 'months. t--

Secretary Danttsg .revealed .the fact
(hat the submarines had gone "over
there" in his address at Cleveland last
flaturuav at a Liberty Loan celebration,
but gave no details. It Is now posalble,
however, to tell for the flrot time ot the
midwinter passage of the boats across
the seaa In the face of the most severe
weather known in years. In the perilous
passages the best traditions of the ser-
vice have been maintained.

The first submarines to leave got un-
der' way In. early winter. Arrangements
for th't trip were made without a hint
appearing In the. and. In
fact, until Secretary Daniels spoke, no
word of the participation of the under-
water boats In the war against Germany
hsd been published.

Mot One Met Disaster.
The navy had some experience with

long distance work with subrffarlnes on
which to draw. Boats had been sent to
the Philippines, to Hawaii and to Pan-
ama, but always in mild seasons ot the
year, and with plenty of time for pre-
cautionary steps.

This time, however, they were to go
In winter and a terrible winter at'that.
with the Atlantic In Its ugliest mood.
The steps, taken to get them acmes can-
not be disclosed, but the fact that the
department has no disaster to record Is
pointed to aa proof of their sufficiency.'

Officers and men of the submarines
faced hard days as they put out.
Cramped In narrow quarters and with'
storms in prospect, they steered to sea
with complete confidence In themselves
and their boats. A. laconic report of
uneventful voyages bore out that confi-
dence.

In others got started.
While it was fair on sailing day. ahead
of the submarines a 100 mile gale was
brewing. Into it they ploughed, rolling
and tumbling. Details of the comman-
ders' reports have not been made pub-
lic, but among the crews undoubtedly
were men who recalled the first employ-
ment of the submarines at manoeuvres,
when seasickness all but put the flotilla
out of commission.

But there was no faltering. The boats
were going to the front In real warfare
this time. Even when towllnes parted
in sorne cases, unknown to the tugs and
iiccompanylng craft, the submarines bst-t'e- d

forward alone. A majority of them
reached their destination under their
own power, ready for duty.

Driven Far Frnni Coarse.
Some of the boars were driven far

from their course. They showed up at
different ports, but promptly put to sea
again and reached their station.

One boat was the hard luck vessel of
the lot. Separated from the flotilla tn
the first storm and Its compasses cut of
order, It turned homeward, only to strike
two more gales In quick succession.
However, It made port eucceuisfully and
undamaged.

With new fuel and supplies nboard
and with a man or two, worn out by the
long struggling with the elements, re-

placed, In a few days the boat put to
sea again. It went through that time,
despite a fourth gale it encountered.

Little has been said of the work of. the
British and French submarine In the

hunt. They are playing a defi-
nite part, however, and lurking close to
enemy bases. There have been encount-
ers between submarines which read like
fiction. The service has been described
sa a trying one, for which men of cour-
age and daring aro needed. It Is In thla
work, presumably, that tho American
submarines are engaged.

Washixoton, April . Following ad-

vices from Secretary of War Baker the
War1 Department resumed to-d- publi-
cation of casualty lists, which had been
suspended since April 3. The lists were
temporarily held up until word came
from Gen. Pershing as to whether this
information could be given out here.

Gen. Pershing, although he desires
that Information generally concerning
the overseas forces come from the head-
quarters of the American Expeditionary
Force and not from Washington, will
continue to send the casualty lists here
to be made public by tho War Depart-
ment.

The Hats y contain 44T names In
all. This Includes IS killed tn action.
11 died of wounds, 21 captured. 4 died
of accidents, 4( died of disease, S died
of unknown causes, 103 severely
wounded and 241 slight wounded.

Names alone are given, with no ad-

dresses and no Indication as to when
the casualties took place. The list given
under dato of April Is by far the
heaviest, having 124 names, and It Is
presumed her that thla covers casual-
ties amoajf, the American engineers who
participated In the flrat phase of the
Oarmao dflvs. V "r

Unofficial reports passed fay the mili-
tary censors abroad show that this
American force, of engineers did excel-
lent service on a small scslo by aiding
the Canadians in attempting to Impede
the progress of the advancing Germans.

The Americans appear to have been
under Canadian command and to have
dropped their tools for rifle when news
came that the Germans were coming.
They fought valiantly against over-
whelming odds snd took their full share
of German Victims before falling back
when It became necessary before tho
waves of advancing Germans.

FaANcx, April 8. What may prove the
second act of the drama, of tho great
German offensive began this morning on
the anniversary of the beginning of the
battle of Arras with an attack In
strength on a front of about 17,000
ysrds between Armentleres snd Lens,
where tho enemy line bulges out into a
considerable salient.

The Germans had shelled this section
of the front severely yesterday morning,
but no infantry movement followed. The
shelling continued at Intervals through-
out the day and until I o'clock In the
evening, when a heavy bombardment
began, lasting; until midnight. An enor-
mous amount ot gas shells was used on
both the forward positions and the areas
back of the lines. The estimate Is
made that more than 60,000 gas shells
were fired at this part of the front.

The rest of the night was moderately
quiet with desultory firing until 4 o'clock
this morning, when the florce bombard-
ment began again over the whole front
to be tcMl4sn4ing m distance
both north and south. On the southern
Portlpn thejwmbmentlasted only an
totiFnd'Ta klrfMlt ift ihowii it'
continued until the middle of the fore-
noon. An attack seemed to be develop-
ing on several sectors of the front, but
before 0 o'clock the .area of the attack
had defined itself as extending rather
above Fluerbalx on the north to

France, April S (delayed). To-da- y was
raw and thera was a drenching rain.
After a stormy night the morning came
on shrouded In thick mist, which In turn
gave way to a drlsile that grew harder
as the day progressed and turned Into a
downpour.

The enemy had planned an attack In
strength y north and south of
Arras In spile of his recent failure there.
Soon after 4 o'clock in the morning the
Germans started s very heavy shelling
over a wide sector of the front, using a
large quantity of gas shells with their ex-

plosives. We gave them at least shell for
shell and repaid their gas with Interest,
so for more than an hour the uproar
nas really that of a first class bombard-
ment, such as might herald a large

Nothing, however, developed.
Hither the promptitude of our guns or
the unpromising weather made the en-

emy change his programme. The artil-
lery has been fairly nctlve throughout
the day, but that has been nil.

On the whole this bad weather prob-
ably is to our advantage, even though It
makes life harder for tho fighting men.
The Germans now have long' lines of
communlcstion over the desolate battle
srea. On much of their front tho roads
sre few and bad.

Harassing; Situation.
We know them well. They nre ex-

posed to our observation, and with guns
and airplanes we are making the
enemy's movements very difficult, Such
alternative tracks and bypaths as there
are have become unfit for use on account
of the bad weather. Taking transports
across the open country Is Impossible,
We know even when we had splendid
weather how much trouble the Germans
had getting up ammunition and rations
for tho men, who not seldom went
hungry. The more rain we have the
more theso difficulties will Increase, as
ne learned sadly In our former offensive,
ao If we Mjffcr now from cold or wet
there are consolations.

We lose of course the advantages of
air artlitty, and It Is Interesting to hear
the German flying men who have been
taken prisoner explain that we have
moro and better machines than they
have, go' that they dare not risk rosses
by coming over our lines. On former
occasions when we got the better of
them In the air they explained that It
was because they had such an enormous
front to cover and most of their ma-
chines were In Russia, But they prob-
ably will not worry much about air su-

premacy In Russia now.
The fact simply ia that It ia not merely

the numbers and the quality of the ma-
chine. I have said before that our
pilots are aatlsfled our machines are as
good as the br't German craft, al-

though we never can have enough of
them, but what Is Infinitely more Im-

portant Is that our men are better, our
force Is better organised end better ban- -

Bill to Conscript Irish
Introduced, 299 to 80

LONDON, April 9. Leave to
introduce the Government's

man power bill was carried in the
House of Commons ht by
a vote of 299 to 80. The meas-
ure is the most sweeping of the
sort in modern English history.
It makes provision for extending
conscription to .Ireland.

Even while Premier Lloyd
George was outlining the pro-
posal in the House, he was inter-
rupted by Irish Nationalists,
several of whom protested that
the measure never could be put
into effect. Both the bill and its
subsequent enforcement in Ire-
land are believed certain to
provoke a bitter struggle.

It was announced in the House
ht that, the Government

had decided to extend the time
for discussion of the man power
bill until Tuesday of next week.
This was a concession to a re-
quest of Mr. Asquith after a vote
had been taken and the bill had
passed its first reading amid
cheering.

WASHINGTON FEELS
SLIGHT EARTHQUAKE

Recalls Charleston' Big
Shock 30 Years Ago.

Washington--, April 9. This city fcit
an earthquake for the tlrst tlm
since It was reached by the t renters' of
the great quake which shattered Charles-
ton, R C more than thirty yearn ago.
The shocks, though slight, were dis-
tinctly perceptible, and nearly every
family In tho city had the Impression
for about three minutes that an extra-dlnarll- y

heavy motor truck was passing
Its doors.

Report from nearby Virginia cities
Indicate that the shocks were more

to the southward cf the capltnl.
Georgetown University Observatory's
seismographs showed, however, that the
quake really wan of the fr.Intfi't chai-acte.- r,

centring probably within 200
miles. It began at nine minutes after
9 o'clock and lasted about three minutes.
